VowelPs sentence is six years

Former Ful¬ 
ton County 
Schools Chief 
Financial Offi¬ 
cer Julie Vow- 
ell appeared in 
court for the last 
time on Thurs¬ 
day, Aug. 14 for 
her sentencing 
hearing. Vo well 
accepted a plea 
agreement back 
on June 26 from “Abuse of Pub¬ 
lic Trust under $100,000.” 

Last Thursday she was sen¬ 
tenced to six years for the lesser 
charge. Vo well’s sentence in¬ 


cluded restitution in the amount 
of $125,000, which included a 
restitution fee of 6% ($6,250) 
and court cost of $150. 

Fulton County Schools Super¬ 
intendent Aaron Collins, present 
during Vo well’s sentencing hear¬ 
ing, did address the court. Dur¬ 
ing Collins impact statement it 
was noted that the school district 
is still feeling the after effects of 
Vo well’s actions between 2009 
and October 2013. 

The district has paid $32,000 in 
IRS penalties. The county found 
out last week that over $100,000 
was mismanaged in Fund 2 un¬ 
der Ms. Vo well’s tenure as CFO 
and the district is still facing the 
possibility of up to $300,000 in 


fines for not filling W-2’s prop¬ 
erly with the IRS in 2011 and 
2012 . 

“I appreciate the patience of 
the community as we prom¬ 
ised the constituents of Fulton 
County Schools that we would 
do a complete forensic audit and 
then strive for restitution and the 
school board has worked dili¬ 
gently towards that commitment 
and are striving to be proficient 
and good stewards of the taxpay¬ 
ers monies,” commented Supt. 
Collins. 

Vowell was immediately 
placed in custody following her 
hearing and is currently lodged 
in the Fulton County Detention 
Center.

“I just wanted to give the peo¬ 
ple of Hickman a place to go,” 
stated Roger Gordon owner/op¬ 
erator of Roger Lube & Tire on 
Monday afternoon as he con¬ 
templated shutting his business 
down. Roger opened in Hickman 
on November 1, 2001, almost 13 
years ago. He officially closed 
his doors on Friday, Aug. 15. 

“I have built a working rela¬ 
tionship with many of the people 
in Hickman over the years,” Gor¬ 
don added. “It was built on trust¬ 
worthiness and always at a fair 
price.” 

Born and raised in Fulton 
County, Gordon says it has been 
a hard decision to make. “I know 
there are many who rely on me 
and I am going to miss servicing 
their vehicles for them,” he said. 
“Family obligations have led me 
to this difficult decision.” 

“I have always been a hands 
on working fellow,” Gordon said 
sadly. “It is sad to leave the peo¬ 
ple, but it needs to be done.” 

Married to Judy Gordon for al¬ 
most 46 years, Roger needs to be 
at home taking care of her. “It is 
better to finally wind it up, call it 
quits and go home.” 

Mr. Bill Everett, 91-year-old 
Hickman resident, who still 
drives is one of the many who 
rely on Gordon to service his ve¬ 
hicle. “I will miss people like Mr. 
Bill,” said Gordon. 

It’s hard to tell how many peo¬ 
ple Gordon has helped keep their 
vehicles in working order since 
2001 . 

As another Hickman business 
shuts its doors, Gordon will be 
missed the next time someone 
has a flat tire or needs an oil 
change. 

Gordon owns the building and 
property where his business is 
located on Moulton Street.

State berth, district win for Pilots golf 


It was a big week for the Fulton County 
Pilots golf team, opening the season with a big 
district win on the road, and a state tournament 
trip for an All-A Classic qualifier. 

First Region All-A Classic - (Silos Country 
Club in McCracken County) 

Fulton County golfer Ryne Choate knew he 
had two chances left in a quest to make the 
State Tournament in a sport he has played for 
the Pilots since the 8th grade. 

And now the Senior player has accomplished 
a goal for himself and his school. 

Choate turned in a 3-over-par-75 for the 18 
hole event last Friday, which was the second 


lowest of the 34 player field, and only one 
shot behind the tournament winner, James 
Boone, of Murray High. 

With the stellar day on the course, Choate 
earned one of the two qualifying spots 
representing the First Region at the All-A 
Classic in Somerset. 

“I played good today, everything was going 
good,” said Choate following the tournament. 
“I was focused and concentrating on nothing 
but trying to hit every shot good. I hit the 
ball well on my drives and was able to make

Ingram welds partnership with ATC

“Ultimately the goal is to keep 
the kids here in our area,” stated 
Duane Grimmitt with Ingram 
Barge. Ingram has locations all 
over, including one in Columbus, 
Ky., and finding qualified, 
certified welders to hire from 
this area has been a dream of 
Ingram’s for a while. In the U.S. 
there is a 200,000 man shortage 
in the welding field. 

“A little over a year ago we 
began working with Kenny Wilson 
when he was superintendent 
of Hickman County Schools,” 
added Grimmitt. “After several 
meetings and some planning 
we are now partnering with the 
Fulton County Area Technology 
Center (ATC) and their welding 
program.” 

While in education Wilson was 
looking at it from that aspect, 
learning. Now, as he prepares 


to become Judge/Executive of 
Hickman County, he is looking at 
it from an economic stand point, 
too. 

Combining education and 
economic development is part 
of this new partnership that both 
Ingram and the ATC hopes will 
last for many years to come. 

“Wilson was a huge asset,” 
added Dallas Pruitt, a Hickman 
County resident, and welding 
teacher at the ATC. “He fostered 
the relationship between the ATC 
and Ingram.” 

There are currently eleven 
students in the welding class, 
which is now based on a 
curriculum created with the 
assistance of Ingram. It is a year¬ 
long program with at least one 
hour of daily welding instruction 
for seven students from Hickman 
County, three from Fulton County 
and one from Fulton City. 

“A different certified welder, 


like Doug Clark, from Ingram 
works with the students every 
Wednesday,” added Grimmitt. 
“We want them to receive 
knowledge from as many welders 
as we can.” 

Safety is one of the biggest 
areas being addressed. “That is 
my number one job,” Pruitt said. 
“To keep them safe and to make 
sure they are learning the safety 
precautions, too.” 

Another facet being taught 
through this newly formed 
partnership is marine welding. 
“Our welders work on old rusty 
metal which has been in the water 
for years,” Grimmitt noted. “It is 
a different world and we need 
them to understand that aspect of 
marine welding.” 

Recently Ingram hired two new 
employees who are graduates of 
the ATC. “We just hired two new

A Hickman man was charged with five counts following a one-vehicle 
accident Friday, Nov. 17, according to a Hickman Police report.

Dear Dave, 

I have a 5-year-old daughter, 
and I want to start a 529 for her. 
However, I’m concerned that the 
government might seize the 529 
assets in order to pay off debt 
and give people treasury bonds 
instead. Do you think this might 
happen?

Dear Barry, 

I think there’s less than a one 
percent chance they’d seize the 
actual assets. Really, I don’t 
believe they’re any more likely to 
come take investments away than 
they are to come take your home. 
I mean, we’re really talking about 
private property here. If you have 
$100,000 in a retirement fund, 
and they say they’re going to 
take that away from you, it’s like 
taking a person’s home. I just 
don’t see that happening. 

The big question, I think, is 
this: Are they likely to take away 
some of the tax benefits — like 
the 529 plan’s ability to grow tax- 
free? As in, they just come in and 
say they’re making it all taxable to 
pay the bills they’ve accumulated 
up in Washington, D.C. from all 
their stupid behavior. That kind 
of thing actually could happen.

They’re not going to settle 
with you on the principal amount 
or the interest, James. You might 
be able to talk them down on the 
collection fees. They jack those 
way up. But the original amount 
you borrow, plus the actual 


interest that hasn’t been paid, is 
guaranteed by the government. 
They’ll get it from one of you!

Senior citizens are always 
looking for ways to add healthy 
nutrients into their daily food 
intake, without increasing 
calories.

Infused waters are made by 
adding fresh fruit to a pitcher of 
water, setting it in the refrigerator 
for a period of time, approximately 
4 hours or more.

After infusing your water, 
remove the ingredients and store 
the remaining water in the fridge 
for up to three or four days. 
Taking the fruit and herbs out of 
the water will prevent the fruit 
from decomposing in the water 


and creating floaters. 

Another added benefit to 
drinking infused waters is the 
antioxidants you get from them. 
Fruits are naturally rich in 
antioxidants, so you’ll also be 
consuming a variety of naturally 
occurring antioxidants when you 
drink infused water. Basically, it’s 
like making your own “vitamin 
water” but without the cost or 
hidden ingredients. Teas such as 
green tea or chamomile are also 
antioxidant-rich, so adding tea 
to your recipes just adds to the 
goodness. 

It is recommended that you 
remove the rind from your fruit 
before infusing. Or, do not infuse 
fruits with rinds for over four 
hours. If you infuse lemon slices 
with rinds for three days, your 
water will be too bitter to even 
sip! 

Keeping your infused water 
refrigerated. Cold temperatures 
keep fruit - and all foods - fresh. 
Don’t forget to use your own 
eyeballs and nose. If your infused

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water looks or smells, weird after 
a few days, do not drink it. 

For both flavor and health 
reasons, it is best to use filtered 
water. Either bottled or from an 
under-the sink filtration system or 
even a pitcher filter. 

If you are experimenting with a 
new recipe, use a glass jar so that 
you can make the most variations 
of a recipe. Infused water pitchers 
are ideal if you want to make a 
big batch of infused water to keep 
for a few days in your fridge.

some big putts. The course was 
in good shape, but it’s always a 
challenge to play in this (All-A 
Tournament) because there are 
so many schools and really good 
players.

Westbrooks already sees this 
experience as a great opportunity. 
“If you want to know exactly 
what you need to do and how 
to do it, it is a great opportunity, 
especially if you want to work in 
the welding field.” 

Now in his second year of 
welding, Travis Crumble, enjoys 
it because he loves working with 
his hands. Crumble, a senior 
at Fulton County, is looking 
to become an engineer after 
receiving his post secondary 
education, but already knows 
why it is important for him to 
learn the skill of welding. 

“I like to use my knowledge to 
build something,” Crumble said. 
“I do want to be an engineer, but 
taking this class at the ATC helps 
me broaden my range of skills 
so I am not tied down to just one 
career field.” 

Crumble has also taken Auto 
Mechanics and Carpentry at the 
ATC. “I have been able to help 
build a bike rack and learning how 
to weld proficiently is important 
to me,” added Crumble. 

Before graduating and leaving 
the program Westbrooks, 
Crumble and the other students 
will also spend some time with 
Chanlor Culkin. Culkin, in 
Human Resources for Ingram, 
will be going over interview 
skills, how to dress when going 
on a job interview and other 
pertinent information.

the students who complete 
the welding program will 
be employed at Ingram in 
Columbus, but going through it 
will be an added plus for those 
students. In this area welders can 
start out making $14 to $15 an 
hour. If they are willing to travel, 
they could make anywhere from 
$125,000 to $150,000 a year. 

“Ingram has helped our 
school tremendously,” reiterated 


Sullivan. “We are really proud 
of this partnership and the kids 
are excited to be able to impress 
employers in this area.” 

“It is a partnership we want to 
see last a long time and we are 
glad to be a part of it,” concluded 
Grimmitt. “We all benefit if the 
students who graduate from 
these area schools are able to stay 
here and make a good living. It 
benefits us all.”
